MODERN MAN-EATERS 


A Story of Cannibalism in 
Brazil. 


The Cool Confession of a Man Who 


Lived on Human Flesh, 


Several Murders Committed to Fur- 
nish Food for the Monster. 


Cannibals in the Interior of Brazil 
Who Banqueted on the Re- 
mains of Their Dead 
Relatives. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, July 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A little three-column 
newspaper printed in the interior of 
Brazil, which reached here today, con- 
tains a horrible story of cannibalism. 
A man named Clament Viera is under 
arrest at Salinas, Stateof Minas, Bra- 
zil, charged with eating human flesh. 
In a talk with the editor he said that 
forsome time he and a number of 
others had lived upon human flesh, 
and when asked what motive impelled 
them to such barbarous acts, he said it 
was because they liked it. 

When asked how they secured the 
first victim he said that he went out 


one day to the house of a friend named 


Leandro, who invited him to eat a 
piece of his (Leandro’s) dead child. 
He was hungry and did so. On the 
following day be found a woman asleep 
by the roadside. He killed her and 
took her body home. Soon after he 
killed a friend named Simplisio, and 
with the assistance of Francisco and 
Severa ate him. 

When his flesh was all consumed, 
Simplisio’s two sons were killed for a 
further supply of food. Later on 
Basilio and the prisoner killed and de- 
voured Francisco, and finally Veirih 
baving discovered that Basilio had 
stolen a shirtfrom him killed him. He 
ate very little of him, however, for he 
was arrested within two days after the 
murder. 

Veiria was captured in the act of 
making a meal off a portion of Basilia’s 
remains. The soldiers found part of 
Basilio’s body packed away in a barrel 
prepared with pepper and salt. 

“Then has human flesh an agreeable 
taste?“ Veiria was asked. 

„No.“ be replied, it is too sweet. 
The part I found most toothsome was 
the brain. We ate tue flesh roasted or 
boiled, with salt and a great deal of 
pepper.“ 

Veiria expressed no remorse for 
what he had dove.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] John G. Nicolay today 
addressed an open letter to Co!. Mc- 
Clure, editor of the Philadelphia Times, 
replying to the latest editorial on the 
subject of Hannibal Hamlin’s faiiure 
to secure a renomination. Nicolay 
says in part that he was at the Balti- 
more convention as aspectator. A. B. 
Cook, chairman of the Illinois delega- 
tion, had aconversation with bim about 
the course of certain disaffected lead- 
ers in Illinois. That conversation 
Nicolay reported to the President in a 
letter to Maj. Hay, assistant private 
secretary. What he had heard had 
made Cook suspicious that Swett 
might be untrue to Lincoln. One 
of the straws which led to this 
belief was that Swett had telegraphed 
to Baltimore urging the Illinois dele- 
gation to go for Holt. Cook wanted 
to know confidentially whether, in urg- 
ing Holt for™the Vice-Presidency, 
Sweet reflected the President's wish; 
whether the President bad any pref- 
erence, or whether he wished not even 
to interfere by confidential indication. 
Upon this letter President Lincoln 
made the following indorsement in his 
own handwriting: “Swett is unques- 
tionably allright. Mr. Holtisa good 
man, but 1 had not heard or thought 
of him for Vice-President. I wish not 
to interferé about the Vice-President. 
I cannot interfere about the platform. 
The convention must judge for itself.”’ 
“This written evidence, says Nicolay. 
“cannot be turned. In trying to evade 
its force you assent that Lincoln called 
you to Washington and urged the romi- 
pation of Johnson and that you re- 
turned to Baltimore to work and vote 
in obedience to that request against 
your personal predilections. The pro- 
ceedings of the convention slow that 
you acted an entirely minor part. 
it possible that Lincoln, ameng all 
other men in the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion (Simon Cameron, Thaddeus Ste- 
vens, A. H. Reeder, Galusha A. 
Grow, and others) would have 
called you alone to receive his secret 
instructions? It is a matter of public 
history that Simon Cameron was more 
prominent and efficient than any other 
Pennsylvanian in the movement in 
that State to give Lincoln a second 
term and that on the 14th of January, 
1864, he transmitted to the President 
the written request of every Union 
member of the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture to accept a renomination. This 
and his subsequent open and unvary- 
ing report left no doubt of Cameron’s 
attitude. How was it with you?!“ 

Nicolay then quotes a letter from 
McCiure to President Lincoln dated 
May 2, 1864, protesting against the in- 
timation in one or two papers that 
he (McCinre) was not cordially 
in favor of Lincoln’s renomination, 
and assuring bim of cordial sup- 
port. Nicolay continues: That is, 
only a month before the conven- 
tion, you felt called upon to per- 
sonally protest against accusations of 
party disloyalty. But this is not all; 
when the time came to make nomina- 
tions forVice-President, Simon Cam- 
eron, chairman of the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation, and.one ofthe ear- 
liest and most persistent friends 
of Lincoln, himself nominated Hanni- 
bal Hamlin for Vice-Presdent, while 
the whole vote of Pennsylvania was on 
the first ballot cast for Hamlin’s nomi- 
nation. Also the Illinois delegation’s 
entire vote went for Hamlin on the 
first ballot. Does it stand to reason 
that Lincoln called upon you to desert 
Hamlin and nominate Johnson and 
gave no intimation of this desire to the 
chairmen of the Pennsylvania and II- 
linois delegation? 

Dare you venture the assertion that 
Lincoln was deceiving Cameron, de- 
ceiving Cook, carrying on a secret in- 
trigue against Hamlin and another 
secret intrigue against Holt, and that 
on top of the whole he has written a 
deliberate lie to us? That may be your 
conception of Abraham Lincoln but it 
is not mine.

THE HANCHETTS MATTER. 


Nothing In the Affidavit Story—Mrs. 

Hanchette’s Departure. 

An obscure publication known as the 
Court Journal yesterday printed the fol.ow- 
ing regarding the Hanchette disappeara ce: 

“The Hanchette mystery isto bea mystery 
no longer—so it is said. Evidence, it is 
said, will be produced showing that Han- 
chette is now livingin the Kast. under an 
assumed name.

De- 
tecive Smith is confident net only that 
Hanchette is where he can find him, but 
that his successor, Mr. Willard, is weil in- 
formed as io his whereabouts. Others are 
alleged to know where the missing man has 
located.“ 

Mr. Willard promptiv denied all knowl- 
edge of Hanchette’s whereabuuts, as he has 
always done, and Detective Smith stated 
that he knew nothing about the matter be- 
yond what he had already given tothe pa- 
pers; that ho kad no affidavits to give to 
the public atthe present time, but insisting 
that he knows where Manchett is, and will 
iurn him up at the proper time. 

Mrs. Hanchette was seen by a TIMES re- 
porter, yesterday afternoon, and ine lady 
said she bad no information of her missing 
husband, nor has she had the slightest clew 
since his departure, beyond the fact that a 
man resembiing her husband had been 
traced from Chicago to Detroit, where he 
claimed his bagg ge, and disappeared. This 
is the only clew she has heard anything 
about. She said that she would leave with 
her mother and children for San Francisco, 
today, to spend her aunual vacation, as is 
her usual custom, and that, having been re- 
elected a teacher in the pubiic schools here, 
return in the autumn and resume her 
duties. Shesaid she h d nothing to con- 
ceal, and if, atany time, she heard any- 
ning from her husband sue would€ertainly 
notify the papers. | 


Drowned at Sea. 

Capt. Agrie, master of the American 
ship Wachusetts, which arrived at San Pe- 
dro July 8, reports that on the 7th inst., 
when the ship was off Santa Cruz Island a 
sailor, named Norman Hazelsteen, fell over- 
board while at work on the windlass. The 
ship was immediately hove to. a boat low- 
ered and a thorough search made for the un- 
fortunate man. but no trace of him could be 
found. It is the opinion of the crew whe 
worked withthe man and saw him fall 
overboard that a shark got hold of him as 
soon as be struck the water as he disap- 
peared immediately. The deceased was 
twenty-six years old and has a brother liv- 
ing in San Francisco.

A Genuine surprise in the 
Euelman Trial. 


LAUTERIO’S CHANGE OF BASE 


He Refuses to Testify on the Ground 
That It Would incriminate 
Himseélf—General Court 

Notes. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the trial 
of Heury Edelman upon the charge of hav- 
ing on March 4, 1889, wilfully and know- 
ingly presented a false and fraudulent 
claim upon the county funds to a public 
officer for allowance, was resumed before 
Judge Smith in Departmeet One of the 
Superior Court. 

The Sheriff having made his return upon 
the special venire issued for ten more tales- 
men, and all having responded when called, 
the ten names were placed in the empty 
jury box, and the first two to be drawn 
were those or Julius Allen and J. W. Davis, 
both of whom proved satisfactory upon ex; 
amination and were duly sworn to try the 
case. The twelve jurors empanelled are: 
James Entwistle, W. C. Hooker, James 
Hanley, L. C. Butler, W. D. McLove, E. C. 
Cranston, R. B. Lovell, 8. A. Waldron, G. 
W. Tuobs, J. K. Bremger, Julius Allen and 
J. W. Davis. 

Tue usual preliminaries having beea dis- 
posed of, the prosecution called as its first 
witness, C. W. Blake, clerk of Department 
Five, and formerly cierk of the Board of 
Supervisors, who eceupied the stand al- 
most the whole day. He was examined 
minutely as to the method adopted by the 
Supervisors in passing claims upon the 
county, and was called upon tw reiterate the 
statements he made upon a former trial, 
when Edelman was caarged with buying 
presented fraudulent claims to the County 
‘Treasurer fur payment, The witness was 
called upon to identify the numerous jury 
lists pee by Edelman at various times, 
in which, it is alleged, ue bad inserted the 
names of various persons who had not 
served as jurors, in order to defraud the 
county. Tue particular list mentioned in 
the complaint in this case, c ntains the 
name of F. A. B.lss, who is credited with 
#64 fur fees aud mileage, tor services asa 
juror during the mouth of February, 1889. 
Several other lists were offered in evidence 
by the prosecution to show the guilty 
kbowledge and intent of the defendant, 
but the Court sustained the objections of 
defendaut’s Counsel tosome of these, and 
only admitted those of the two months 
prior and after the month mentioned in the 
complaint. 

‘The day’s ings were, on the 
whole, of an uninteresting nature to all but 
the attorneys, who debated every inch of 
ground from the commencement of the case 
with considerable vigor. 

Ine prosecution was treated to a genuine 
surprise late in the afternoon, Frank Lau- 
terio, the ex-County Auditer, who issued 
several.of the Warrants upon the County 
‘Treasurer, after the false claims had been 
allowed and when. they were presented to 
him, was cailed. Instead, however, of tell- 
ing all he knewofthe matter as he had 
done on a former trial, Lauterio took refuge 
behind the privilege allowed him by law. 
and refused to answer any of the material 
questions put by the Disirict Attorney on 
the ground that dy sodoing he would tend to 
incriminate himself, ‘The District Attorney 
was completely nonpiused at this unex- 
pected turn ot events, as it was evident that 
the witness had been seen“ by some one 
to whose interestit was to precure Lau- 
terio’s silence, Again and again did the 
District Adorney return to the attack but 
each time he was repulsed by the witness,

THAT SAN DIEGO EXCURSION. 


The Arrangements Not Yet Com- 
pleted—Proposed Plan. 

Some days ago mention was made of a

SAN CARLUS SCHOOL. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK AMONG THE 
APACHES. 


Three of the Lady Teachers in Los 
Angeles—What Has Been Ao- 
com plished in the Past 
Two Years. 


Three bright, womanly young ladies, 
Misses Anna Gveuld, Nettie Smith and 
Mildred Collins, all teachers in the San 
Carios Indian schoel, have been guests at 
the Hollenbeck for the past few days. 
They are enjoying a vacation, and leave 
this evening for San Francisco. “We left 
the San Carlos reservation on July 3.“ said 
Miss Gould to a ‘TIMES representative “and 
rode 105 miles by stage to the nearest rail- 
road point, Bowie, Ariz. It was atwo days’ 
ride, and the thermometer stood at 118° In the 
shade. You want to kaow about our schools? 
Well, perhaps I can teil you something that 
will be\pf interest to Tne Times readers 
aboutour work among the Apaches—the 
wildestand most uncivilized tribe of ln- 
dians, save one, in the United States. We 
have ninety-six pupils in our school, and 
hope to build next year and be able to ac- 
commodate boys and girls, When 1 
first went to dan Carlos two years ago there 
were no girls in tue school. The Indian 
mother sells her little girl for a pony or ter 
money tosome one of the Indians fora 
wife whem the child is 6 years oid, and they 
therefore place a casi value on the giris 
which does not attach to the boys. of 
c. urse when the girls are educated in our 
school this does away eutirely with their 
plaos, As soon as tne child is sold the 
mother has no further care over her and 
never speaks to her son-in-law, or be to her. 
(This may be a civilized idea somewhat 
intensified.) I weil remember tue first 
girl brought to our school about a year and 
a half ago. Tae littie tuing was an 
orphan, but bad been ciaimed by two or 
three women and soid to as many indiaas 
by them, and all were fighting to obtain 
possession of her. Capt. Bullis, the agent 
uf the reservation, took the child away from 
them and brought her to the school us dor 
scouts. We were sitting at the supper- 
table wheu we heard a great commotion 
outside and one of our Indian boys ri 
in shouting, Little gal! Little gail’ We 
rushed out of doors a d such a scene as 
mot our eyes. The child wis screaming at 
the tod of her vice aud the women claim- 
iag her howled and shrieked, whiie 
the papovoses on ther backs joined 
ihe chorus with sbrill eries. The 
prospective Indian husbands of 
tine litt e six-year-old brought up the 
rear of the procession, adding their dismal 
yelis tothe general pandemonium, ‘The 
child was forced away and the gang driven 
„at the pointof bayouets. But all that 
feeling has been subdued now and the Indl- 
ans understand that education is compul- 
sory. Last October Gen. Morgen visited 
the reservation, and in his genial, kindly 
way he explained to the redskius that the 
children must be educated, so now the girls 
are sent to us voluntarily. An extra sup- 
ply of rations is offered by the school. aiso, 
as ab inducement to parents to educate 
their children, 

Last May an Indian training school was 
opened at Grand Junction with Prof. 
Lemon, our former principal, at its head, 
and fifty-four pupils were removed there. 
The indians rebelled at this movement, 
and at one time we feared a yeneral upris- 
lug, so strong as the feeling. 

“Tbis schoo! offers the same advantages as 
these of the ceiebrated Indian school at 
Carlisle. Pa. We keeo them at San Carlos 
till they have become proficient in the 
English language—read, write and havea 
knowledge of tne common branches— 
and then they are sent to Grand Junction. 
The Indians have a remarkably strong 
affection for their offspring (a leve that is 
not returned by the children to any great 
degree) and object totheir being sent away. 
‘They say to us now, when they bring their 
children tous: “This much good school,“ 
ee we will seud them to Grand Juuo- 
tion. 

“Col. Johnson with four large troops, 
numbering about four bundred men, is in 
command of the fort, nd Mr. Jerry is the 
superiutendent of the school. Tue Apaches 
are very bright and quick to comprehend. 
They constantly watch your face, and when 
they grasp an idea a fixsh of intelligence 
lights up their stolid faces, which itisa 
pleasure to see. One of our boys, 
Arthur Ducat, who is now at Grand 
Juiction, has mrked ability as a 
wechanic and another, Frank Peirce is an 
especially bright 12-year-old who is ver 
apt in mathematics and wili make splendi 
clerk. We have a Sunday-school, and 1 
wish you would just tell the good people of 
Los Angeles how much we prize the ilius- 
trated Sunday-schovl quarterlies. If your 
Sunday-schools would send us their quar- 
terlies after they are through with thew it 
would be an act of charity much appreciated 
by us. 

All the young iadies are deeply interested 
in their work and are putting an amount of 
enthusiasin into it that canuot fail to bring 
about good results, 


A Pieasant Journey.

THE SALTON LAKE. _ 


No Change in. the General 
Situation. 


DURBROW’S DAILY ‘BULLETIN 


An Interesting Talk with Capt. Pol- 
hemus, an Oſd Colorado River 
Navlgator- True Facts 


of the Case. — 


There was no change in the situation at 
Salton yesterday to speak of. ‘I'he raliroad 
officials take but littie interest in the“ lake,“ 
and are of the opinion that it will soon be 
a thing of the past. Accent Durbrow sends 
one dispatch a day, the bulletin for yester- 
day being as follows: 

“Evaporation for the past twenty-four 
hours was one-quarter of an inch. It has 


been very cool twenty-four hours. Rise of | bo 


water eleven-sixteenths of an inch. Tem- 
perature of water, 73°; of atmosphere 82°. 
Saturatioh of water 7 per cent. A light wind 
blows from the south. Water is in the salt 
piles and salt is too wettosack. We will 
wheel it in warehouse to dry, but I fear we 
cannotsave all the salt The mem are 
working good. 
“GEORGE W. DurBrow.” 
WHAT CAPT. POLHEMUS sa rs. 
Capt. I. Poinemus, president of the Col- 
orado Steam Navigation Company, who has 
been navig ting the Colorado River for the 
past thirty-four years between Yuma and 
the Gulf of California, arrived iu the city 
from Yuma yesterday. Capt. Polnemus is 
one of the best posted men iu the couniry 
on the Colorado River and its eccentricities, 
aud he states pvsitively that the channel of 
the Colorado River has not been changed, 
and there is no present danger of such a 
thing. He was seen dy a TIMES reporter 
and gives the following interesting state- 


went: 

“Yesterday, Ed Andrade came up from 
Ledro, near the mouth of the river, and 
Stated that the river’s current below the 
New River break is as strong as ever, and 
there is the usuul amount of water in the 
river, showing that but a small. percentage 
of the water is flowing into New River. 
The water that has made its way into New 
River is simply overflow water, and as the 
Colorado is failing rapidly there is every 
tens n to believe th.t the overflow wil 
cease entirely in a few days, if it has not 
already. Ed noticed the break at New 
iver, and says there was but little water 
fl‘wing in from the Colorado when he 

three or four days ago. 

“When the overflow is properly under- 
stood, itis simpie as can be, and it is nota 
pew thing by ary mauner of means, for 
every time the Colorado overflows there is 
a volume of water of greater or less extent 
thrown into New River, and a desert lake is 
formed every time. At present there are 
two lakes—- ne at indian Weils and the 
other at Salton, which is nothing more or 
less than the oveiflow from the Indian 
Weils lake, which is an old thing. The 
Indian Wells lake was first noticed by me 
in 1862, when the Colorado oveifl »wed, and 
1 have Known thisiake to form every time 
the Colorado gets out of its banks. It 
formed in 1867, 1884, and once or twice 
since, but always heretofore the sand hills. 
caused by sand blowing against mesquite 
bushes that grow between Indian Welis 
and Salton, kept the water out of the Sal- 
ton sinks,. 

“It will be remembered that the February 
flood, caused by heavy rains in Colorado. 
was the greatest flood ever known on the 
Colorade River. ‘The water reacned a point 
five feet above bigh-w.ter mark at New 
River, and the Indian Wells lake was 
higher than ever before. Now the second 
Hood came last month, and as the Indian 
Wells Lake was already full from the Feb- 
ruary flood the w ter found an outlet 
through the mesquite levee and a second 
lake was formed. The chances are that 
the water fromthe Indian Wells lake is 
stili flowing through the cut, and that ac- 
counts for the slight rise in the waters of 
the Saiton pogd, but this fiw 
cannot last mu longer, for ‘the 
current through New River is so slow 
that the ch nnel can’t be cut deeper and 
of course but a small amount of water is 
escaping from the Colorado, It is my belief 
that there never will be auy danger froma 
serious overflow from the Colorado, as the 
high water has never been known to last 
over three or four weeks, and in that short 
time notm re than eneugh water to cover 
the surface of the [rdi en elis sink and 
the Salton sink can flow in. 

“Had it not been for the second flood last 
month, which was caused by melting snow 
ou the Rocky Mountains, there never would 
u ve been a pond at Sa ton, and 1 don’t be- 
lieve it will ever occur again upiess there 
are two fleods in succession, fur as soon 
asthe lakes dry up the sand dam will 
again form between Indian Wells and Sal- 


RAPIDLY CUTTING OFF THE FLow. 

SAN Francisco, July 9.—General Man- 
ager Towue of the Southern Pacific said 
today the water in the Colorado River, 
which overflowed into the desert at Salton, 
has fallen one foot during the past week, 
thus rapidly 2 of the flow of the w..ter 
into the desert. The cempany’s engineers 
have not been instructed to m ke surveys 
or estimates for a new line of track, the 
necessity for which is too remote to warrant 
serious consideration at the present time. 
There will be no interruption of traffic of 
the Southern Pacific Company on account 
of the desert lake.

MEETING OF PASTORS’ WIVES 


Dr. Withrow’s Lecture on “The Cat- 
acombse of Rome“ -The Enter- 
tainment Last Evening 
Today's Programms. 


A special feature of yesterday morn- 
ing’s exercises of the Epworth League 
at Long Beach was the conference of 
pastors’ Wives held in the taternacie par- 
lor. Mrs. Thomas Stalker presided. This 
is a new feature of church work on this 
Coast, and it wes decided to hold regular 
meetings throughout the year to discuss 
topics of interest in their work. 

The 11 o’clock service was introduced 
with a bass solo by Frank Hart of the

The 
wpeaker’s subject was The Catacombs of 
Rome.” The Doctor has explored these 
subterranean sepuichers, aad has brought 
home with him many paintings and draw- 
ings which he uses to illustrate his address, 
He speaks of the catacombs as “a piace of 
horror; their very atm sphere fills the soul 
with dread, and yet nere was the home of 
that Christian host before which vanished 
the mists of pagavism as the mists of morn- 
ing fade before the coming light of day.“ 
There are in all forty-two catacombs, whose 
entire length is 587 miles, not 900, as has 
been asserted, yet sufficient to reach from 
Aiina’s tires to Alpine suows.“ 

Tue eariy Christians rebelled against the 
Roman custom of burning tueir dead, aud 
so began the construction ot these vaults. 
The eutrance was generally a low-browed 
aperture by the street, sometimes covered 
with achureb orchapel. ‘They were built 
of brick or cut in the rock, aud opened 
upon a long stairway either of rock or 
brick that led to the corridor below. And 
aloug these narrow pass ges are the craves 
excavated from the sides, everaily 
four or five on either side, one above the 
other between the floor and the celling. 
The graves are sealed with plaster, stucco 
or stone, and these seals boat the name of 
the occupant, and some symbol of bis char - 
acter or business.

' Misfortune to Its Owners. 


, “One day he shall hold in his hand the 
treasure of a kingdom.” N 


This was the prophecy of a wise woman 
of Africa when Miguel Peraz was born at 
Cape Town, under the star Mercury, in 
January, 1853. Miguel grew up indolent 
and quarrelsome. The prophecy rang con- 
tinually in his ears, and he felt no inclina- 
tion to work. He killed a man and fled to 
the diamond fields, One day he tripped 
and fell over the root of a tree. A small 
stone hurt his hand. He picked it up and 
saw a large diamond sparkling like fire in 
the sun. The treasure of a kingdom was 
in his hand, but at that moment arifieshot 
rang through the bushes, Miguel dropped 


dead, and the stone was dyed with his life’s 
blood.

R ORANGE DIAMOND. ; 

A Dutch jeweler at Cape Town bought 
the stone from a man on the verge of de 
lirium tremens, The trembling wretch re- 
ceived $1,000 for it and drank himself to 
death. The jeweler, who sent the large 
yellow stone to Amsterdam to be cut, was 
robbed of the proceeds of the sale. From 
Amsterdam the jewel found its way into 
the hands of a London jeweler. At the 
time of Queen Victoria's jubilee her maids 
of honor purchased it for $66,000, Victoria 
heard of the history of the stone and de- 
clined to accept it as a present, At her re- 
quest it was sold for the benefit of a charity 
hospital. 

Thestone then came into the possession 
ok a rich American named R. S. Lawrence, 

whose wife wore it ona necklace. Law- 
rence got into financial difficulties, and the 
now famous orange diamond was sold to 
Edward Bruce, formerly séeretary of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 

Prior fo his purchase of the stone Bruce 
entered into partnership with Charles 
Seale, a diamond broker of Broadway, 
New York, Bruce and Mrs. Seale, an at- 
tractive lady of thirty, fell in love with 
each other. About a year ago they went to 
Europe on thesame vessel. The partner- 
ship was dissolved and Bruce and Mrs. 
Seale (who was divorced) were married in 
England, They returned to America a 
few months ago by way of Canada, Mrs. 
Bruce having the orange diamond in her 

on. While they were in Montreal 
the stone was sold-to Joseph W. Carroll, a 
lithographer of Duane street, New York, 
for 84,000, on condition that Mrs. Bruce 
should retain a three-quarter interest in it. 
Mr. Carroll was to dispose of the stone and 
divide the proceeds pro rata with Mrs. 
Bruce, who in the meartime went with her 
husband to Seattle, Wash. 

In some mysterious way the diamond 
found temporary lodgment with Simpson, 
the pawnbroker. Then Mr. Carroll took it 
to Seale, the diamond broker and former 
husband of Mrs. Bruce, to negotiate a sale. 
When he called for it some time tater the 
unlucky gem was not forthcoming, and 
Seale was arrested for purloining it. This 
charge was proven groundless,-and Mr. J. 
A. Beall, counsel for Mr. and Mrs. Bruce, 
denounced the arrest of the jeweler as an 
outrage. Beall had told Seale to retain 
the diamond until it was claimed by Mrs. 
Bruce. 

While the question of ownership was in 
contest the diamond was placed in charge 
of the property clerk of the court. Noth- 
ing but misfortune and ill Inck seems to 
follow the possession of the famous gem, 
whose history began in blood, was contin- 
ued in exciting incidents, marked the de- 
struction of conjugal felicity and bids fair 
to continue in turmoil and strife. The ad- 
ventures surrounding the “moonstone” 
are insignificant compared with the check- 
ered career of the orange diamond.

The 
case will probably be tried in the United 
States district court at Hampton, as the 
killing was within federal jurisdietion, but 
it may be tried in the state court, pursuant 
to the usual policy of leaving offenses 
against individuals to such courts when- 
ever practicable.

LIBERIA. 


A New York dispatch states that the 
Republic of Liberia, on the west coast 
of Africa; is now agitated over the en- 


-|croachment of the European powers, 


and is anxiously watching each step 
made in the partition of the continent. 
A man interested in the Liberian trade 
said to a reporter: These are trying 
times for the black republic, and its 
people are calling across the ocean for 
moral support from us. The last ad- 
vices which I received from Liberia 
stated that there was much excitement 
in Monrovia over the encroachments 
of the French at Cape Paimas. The 
French had crossed from Ashantee into 
the Liberian territory, established 
military stxtiens and refused to go 
away. There is no power to which Li- 
beria can look for protection except the 
United States. The country is pros- 
perous and is making headway in civi- 
lization and wealth, but this constant 
fear that the autonomy of the republic 
is not to last and that it will be swal- 
lowed up by some European power 
tends greatly to check its progress and 
development. The country much de- 
sires trade with the United States. 
There is a market there for almost all 
kinds of American manufacture’ 
goods and food products. In return 
we get from them palm oil, palm 
kernels, dyewoods, ivory, coffee, etc. 
If a line of steamers ran regularly 
from New York to Liberia, Monrovia 
might become a great commercial 
center.“

from twoto three miles shorter than 
the new trail, and it isa free trail. To 
say that it is dangerous or unusually 
difficult of ascent, is to misrepresent it 
and to acknowledge an inexperience 
in mountain travel hardly excusable.

MILES AND MILES OF BARLEY 


A Hard Road to Find—A Michigan 
Farmer's Experience—The Mis- 
sion OF San Juan—Frult 
[WRITTEN FOR THE TIMES,| 

I have heard of being lost on the 
western prairies, and lost in the woods; 
indeed, | was once lost in the Catskills 
on a tramp years ago, but it isa new 
experience to de lost in a barley field. 
I never saw before, and never expect 
to see again, such a tremendous stretch 
of barley as I passed through on the 
‘tramp from Tustin to El Toro. You 
get au idea of a big field as you fly 
over it in the cars, but go afoot and 
seo how it seems! Espeolally if you 
are not sure of the road, and so far as 
dust and wear are concerned the coun- 
try road and the bariey road are both 
the same. Californians are no great 
shakes on directing a tramp. Which 
road shall I take, gir, if you please, to 
El Toro?“ I asked, in my most respect- 
ful tones, and putting on all the dig- 
nity possible for atramp, of a paternal 
looking citizen of Tustin. ‘Take the 
firsttarn to the right add go straight 
ahead, there is only one road, you 
can’t miss it; it will take you right 
there.“ How simple. Alas for sim- 
plicity! In minutes I camé to 
a cross street and turned to the 
right, of course, but instinctively 
1 felt it was wrong. I asked 
a friendly-looking Mexican, whose 
Cvuutcuance seemed to say that 
be didn’t expect to do anything for the 
next six Months. “No,” he answered, 
“Keep straight on you cross the 
Santa Fé track, then turu to the 
rigut.“ True, “turn,” that’s what the 
other feilow said; a “turn” isn’t a 
corner“ is it, and I scored a point on 
terms, which City chaps who have 
nothiug but corners for their turns 
must learn. I goon came to the 
“turn” which was unmistakable, and 
sailed happily along in tus early morn- 
ing sun, Viewing the fields of beans 
and peason either hand which kindled 
memories of Auld Laog Syne’ and 
other fields “*where oats, peas, beans 
and barley grow,”’ with no anxieties to 
disiuro wy loud recoliections on a 


idle, because of a senseless strike 
by laborers who were already 
getting big wages, but 
they had the grip onthe principals and 
meant to squveze them. Tue chief 
tyrants in this country, as I judge by 
observation and inquiry, are the grasp- 
ing money-lenders who demand exor- 
bitant interest, and the equally wicked 
spirit of boycotism who is using the 
otherwise sensible and industrious 
laborer as a tool. I suppose the la- 
borer has ‘a right to combine if he 
wishes to, but if I was a laborer 1 
would go on my meriteordie. The 
tyranny of unintelligent and grasping 
combinations is worse than that from 
which little people skirting the bleak 
Atlantic coast once declared itself free 
and independent. That true spirit of 
intelligent independence in tLe matter 
of seif-support is as necessary now as 
ever, and io the wealth of 
Soutbern California it has never had 
a fairer oppurtunity for display. 

Tue Sau Joaquin rauch bids fair to 
be famous for something else besides 
barley. Just out of Tustin is a red- 
looking foothill to the Santa Ana 
range. It contains quicksilver, said to 
go 60 to 70 per cent iu metal. I 
brought away asample in proof of it. 
As this is yetin its testing stage and 
the owners bave the thing in train, no 
more need be said, but with gold, tin 
and quicksilver in paying quantities, 
and almost in a stone’s throw, 80 to 
speak, of Los Angeles, there is enough 
labor in sight to keep us awake and 
busy. Nor is it necessary to carry 
our eggs all in one basket. 

It would have been interesting to 
have visited the home of Modjeska, 
who lives under the foothilis near El 
Toro, and that of Wuiting, Esq., in 
El Toro itself, and where i saw new 
buildings of considerable size and pre- 
tention going up, but being anxious to 
see the old and the new in striking 
contrast at Capistrano I passed on to 
that romantic old mission, taking a 
lift on a freight train part of the way, 
though not on the trucks, tramp 
fashion. 

This relic of the missionary spirit 
of Franciscan devotion has been so 
otten described and is in full view of 
the passenger as the train tarries at 
Capistrano station, that it seems need- 
less to repeat the details. The tourist 
can see from the car windows that it 
covers a great deal of ground, several 
acres once, I should judge, but the 
real interest lies in the remains of the 
lofty chancel and the transepts, and 
the well-constructed dome which still 
remains over the former, a witness tu 
the architectural kuowledge and skill 
of these early Spanish missionaries. 
Judging from the ruins of the origina! 
building in comparison with others we 
have seen in Southern California, it 
must have surpassed them ali, and is

Iwas not the first 
one to be misled by idols of the imag- 
ination, or mistaken guides. After a 
mile I doubted, at twol run plump 
against the end of my road, sur- 
iounded on all ‘sides by barley. 
Balaklava and the brave six hundred 
came as 1 viewed 
nothing bur Darley to the right of me 


all held together with the silken thread ot | and left of me, ahead and in the rear, 


but, fortunately barley is not so serious 
as either cannon or an enstern forest 
in this opeu country, and it was not 
necessary to retreat, I picked up my 
„straight“ road by going to the right 
across the barley stubble a mile or so. 
Is this the road to Ei Toro?“ I asked 
of one to the manor: born. ‘Yes, 
straight ahead.“ Well, say, is there 
more than one?” es, -thiee; take 
the middie; but you better take the 
Santa Fé track when you strike ita 
little ways ahead.“ That was definite. 
Railroads geusrally fetch up some- 
where. About how far do you mean 
by a little ways?“ About two miles 
and a half,“ was the aus wer, and I be- 
gan to feel as if I uhad caught the grip 
which would take me to El Toro. 
though it were barteyiall the way, and 
it certainly ws, nearly. 

Those familiar with the country will 
know that | was crossing the great 
San Joaquin ranch, hien lies between 
Santa Aus and Ki Toro, consisting of 
about 109,000 acres, and now owned by 
a young man named Joseph Irvine, 
who has, I am told, inherited this vast 

Tnis year 12,000 acrés had been sown 
to barley and 1 was iu the midst of it. 
If these figures do not convey an idea 
of its extent to those not familiar with 
acreage then measure off a mile de- 
Lween some points in the city: familiar 
to you and go straight ahead nineteen 
miles and you have got about 12,000 
acres, That's the barley of it this year. 
Now if you.lay nine of these nineteen 
mile strips alongside Of each other yoh 
have about the dimensions of the San 
Joaguin farm. They have been fen- 
cing in—but I should rather say fen- 
cing out—a little bit ol this ranch this 
year, with a trifle of eleven miles of 
fencing to herd a little stock, about 
2000 in all, just a little barnyard in 
comparison with the whole farm. 

I was told the crop this year was ex- 
pected to average fifteen sacks to the 
acre and steam threshers were in the 
tield early togoto work.

MINNEAPOLIS (Minu.,) July 9.—| By 
the Associated Press.] Last night’s 
trains as well as those this moruoing 
brought thousands of delegates for the 
Iuternational Young People’s Societies 
of Christian Endeavor Convention. 
The Committee of Arrangements had 
planned forthe attendance of 15,000, 
but nearly every delegation thus far 
arriving is larger than anticipated, and 
all are not here yet. : 

The convention was formally called 
to order shortly after 4 o’clock by Dr. 
Clark. There was a preliminary ser- 
vice of prayer and music and then 
Frank R. Daaiels, chairman of the 
local committee, made the opening ad- 
dress of welcome. 

Rev. H. H. French, D. D., of Cen- 
tenary Methodist Cuurch, followed on 
behalf of Minneapolis. Rev. Dr. 
Robert Christie, D. D., of the House 
oi Hope, (Presbyterian) welcomed the 
convention in behaif of the pastors of 
St. Paul. John H. Eiliott, local secre- 
tary ofthe Y. M. ©. A., conciuded the 
addresses uf welcome by extending the 
hand of fellowship to the organization. 

The convention is the largest ever 
held by the Christian Endeavor soci- 
eties, and one ot the largest religious 
couventions ever beld. The advancing 
uosts have been coming all week, and 
still others are coming tonight. The 
auditorium of the convention hall has 
been beautifully decorated for the oc- 
casion. A thousand seats for the 
chorus were banked up back of 
the stage, aud 12,000 seats for 
the audience were on the main 
floor and in the gallery. Fully 10,000 
persons were in the hall when Prosi- 
dent Clark rapped for order this aiter- 
noon. Theconvention began with a 
grand mass chorus singing “All bail 
the power of Jesus’ name. The ad- 
dresses of welcome by the gentlemen 
named above were responded to elo- 

uently by Rev. Dr. George E. H. 
Welis ot Montreal, who extended an 
invitation to meet next time in Mon- 
treal. 

At the evening session Rev. Dr. O. 
R. Tiffany presided and began the 
tormal session by having the twenty- 
third psalm repeated by the audience 
of 12,000, after which Rev. L. G. 
Speare led in prayer. After a song 
service the annual report of General 
Secretary Baer of Boston was read.

The latest invention to attract the 
attention and approval of railroad 
men is the cushion car wheel, which is 
said to possess many advantages in 
the way of simplicity, safety and

The wheel is composed of two parts, 
the center and the tire, while between 
the two is a thick rubber band which 
acts'as a cushion to absorb all vibra- 
tions. By a peculiar construction the 
tire is made so that it may be removed 
without taking the wheel from the 
axle. The rubber is so interposed be- 
tween the center and the tire as not 
to be liable to injury from a hot box or 
from the corrosive action of the lubri- 
cants.

ROYAL ARCANUM. 


A Satisfactory State of Affairs Reported 
by Headquarters. 

A satisfactory status is reported in the 
Royal Arcanum. The subjoined statistics 
are from the reports of its officers—Supreme 
Regent Leigh R. Watts, Supreme Secretary 
W. O. Robson and Medical Examiner-in- 
Chief Joel Seaverns. The membership roll 
of the association rose 13.75 per cent. in 
1890 as against 1889, and with the increase 
since the present year began now shows 
118,000 names, deducting 925 deaths. 
death rate of the year ending March 1, 1891, 
showed a slight advance, being 8.77 per 
thousand, as against 8.08, 8.28 and 8.40 of 
previous years. It has been highest in Ar- 
kansas, 19.2; lowest in Rhode Island, 3.8; 
in Massachusetts, 8. The growth repre 
sents au increase of 160 in subordinate 
councils and one in grand councils, that of 
Minnesota. Montana, Washington and 
South Dakota are the latest states to which 
the Arcanum has extended its organiza. 
tion. There are now 1,370 subordinate 
councils.

is Machine Revolationized Silk Weav- 
ing—With It One Man Can Do Work 
That Formerly Required from Six to 
Ten People, and Do It Better. 


Joseph Marie Jacquard will always be 
regarded as one of the foremost inventors 
in the textile world, and his loom as one 
of the most brilliant of industrial inven- 
tions. Few have ever accomplished such 
a@ revolution in industry, and still fewer 
have by so doing alleviated the sufferings 
and improved the condition of their fel- 
low laborers to the extent realized by

The prospects for this season’s output of 
California dried fruits are believed by con- 
servative men to be exceedingly good, not- 
withstanding that reports from time to 
time have indicated rather a dubious out 
look in eastern markets.

sense of the word a self made man of 
the people, and it is this fact that makes 
the study of his life particularly inter- 
esting to an American. 

Born at Lyons July 7, 1752, son of a 
silk weaver, he assisted his father at the 
loom from his earliest years, acting as a 
“draw boy,” as those workmen were 
termed who pulled the strings by which 
means the warp was manipulated on the 
old looms so as to weave figured goods. 
Here he became familiar with all the 
woes of tho “draw boy’s” life, amd so 
deeply did they impress themselves on 
his mind that the desire to do away with 
this drudgery continued to be his lead- 
ing thought throughout life. The boy’s 
health gave way at the loom, so he was 
apprenticed to a bookbinder and later to 
a type founder. But the deruon of m- 
ventive genius had already seized upon | 
him, and he spent most of his time in 
tinkering, and was regarded as hopeless- 
ly lazy by those around him. 

When Jacquard was twenty years of 
age his father died, leaving him a small 
patrimony, with which the young man 
began weaving brocades on his own ac- 
count, and soon after married. But he 
devoted most of his time to tinkering 
around on his looms, and this, with his 
inexperience, brought about his business 
failure within a few years. 

Silk industry being at a low tide, 
young Jacquard had to accept work in a 
limekiln, while his wife found employ- 
ment in plaiting straw hats. 

In 1790 the idea of a loom that would 
do away with the draw boys” assumed 


his extreme poverty rendered it impos- 
sible for him to construct a model at 
that time. However, he did not de- 
spair, and a copy of Poor Richard’s Al- 
manac,” which came into his hands 
about this time, encouraged him all the 
more to persevere and to try to triumph 
in spite of his poverty. 

Domestic afflictions now overwhelmed 
him. Having enlisted in the army for 
the national defence with his young son, 
he saw the latter fall at his side in an 
engagement on the Rhine. Returning 
to Lyons, Jacquard arrived just in time 
to be at the deathbed of his wife. 

He was employed as day laborer in a 
factory, and devoted his evenings with 
great zeal to the modeling of his favorite 
idea. Most of the work was done with 
ajackknife. In 1800his loom was finished 
A model sent to the industrial expo- 


medal and acall to Paris to repair the 
looms of the Conservatoire des Arts et 
Metiers,” at a salary of 3,000 francs per 
annum. While there he saw the loom 
with which Vancanson had vainly tried 
to solve the question which occupied 
Jacquard, and from this loom our in- 
ventor gained some new ideas. He re- 
turned to Lyons, and after two years’ 
faithful work succeeded in bringing 
forth a loom which effectively solved the 
difficulty, and enabled a single weaver 
to weave figured goods. The govern- 
ment at once granted him a pension of 
8,000 francs and a royalty of fifty francs 
per loom. 

To understand exactly the value of 
this invention it must be borné in mind 
that up to this time the weaving of fig- 
ured goods required from five to ten 
workmen to each loom, most of them 
being employed in pulling the strings, by 
which means the warp was opened for 
the passage of the shuttle. A string 
had to be drawn for every passage of 
the shuttle. Thus the draw boys” had 


to work rapidly, the pulling was heavy, 


necessitating a strained position and re- 
quiring the most painful exactness, as a 
single mistake would mar the figure. 
For this clumsy apparatus of strings and 
pedals, requiring the attention of a num- 
ber of workmen, Jacquard substituted a 
contrivance as simple as ingenious, en- 
abling a single workman to execute the 
most complex patterns as easily as plain 
goods. Not only were the draw boys” 
dispensed with, but the goods were made 
with a finish and exactness which before 
Was not even dreamed of. 

However, in spite of Jacquard’s com- 
plete success, his loom was neither gen- 
erally taken up by manufacturers at 
once nor the invention hailed with de- 
light by the weavers. Every new loom 
threw four or more workmen out of 
work. Even the “draw boys” preferred 
a life of torture and deformity to starva- 
tion. Jacquard was publicly assaulted 
by his enraged fellow workmen and al- 
most precipitated into the Rhone. Even 
the Conseil des Prud’hommes” at one 
time ordered the destruction of the new 
loom to appease the wrath of the weav- 
ers. But Jacquard's loom, like every 
truly great invention, was bound to tri- 
umph, and by 1812 it had firmly estab- 
lished itself throughout the Lyons work- 

Numerous lucrative offers were now 

made Jacquard from abroad, particular- 
ly from England, but he preferred re- 
maining in Lyons, giving himself up en- 
tirely to his native town. Later on he 
chased a small estate at Oullins, near 
yons, where he died Aug. 7, 1834, aged 
eighty-two years. 

It may be said that to Jacquard’s in- 
vention is due not only the greatness of 
Lyons in the silk world, but the tre- 
mendous expansion of the silk industry 
the world over as well. Its influence, 
has, however, not ‘been confined to the 
silk world, the weaving of cotton, linen, 
wool, jute, etc., having been affected al- 
most as much as that of silk,—Cor, Dry 
Goods Economist,

THE RAILROADS 


Now the Big Companies are 


Becoming Uneasy. 


THE DISCRIMINATION CASE 


Probable Fun between the Southérn 
Pacific and Santa San 
ego Excursion Business— 
General Notes. 


It begins to look as though the relations 
between the Santa Fé and Southern Pacific 
compaties are likely to become strained. 
The two big companies have become 60 
friendly fora time past that a disruption 
now will look almost like a family quarrel. 
The agreement between them to refrain from 
building any more mileage in Southern 
California, especially into each other’s ter- 
ritory, bas about run its course, though it has 
been lived up t more strictly than most of 
such compacts among ralltoad companies. 
The rumors of conteniplated railroad build- 
ing, Which every now and then show on the 
surface, will, some of them, materialize into 
facts. The deal in the San Bernardivo and 
Redlands road, for instance, will have 
much bearing on the stituation. The 
Santa Fé line has recently been wag- 
ing a rate war against the KRediands 
Motor road, to the disadv ntage of tue lat- 
ter. Now that the Southern Pacific has ac- 
quired possession of the little line the rate- 
cutting will either cease or be extended 
over the lives of the great companies. Theu 
when the Southern Pacihe changes the 
guage of the motor road to standard and 
builds aconnecting link at Mound City, 
that company will have aline right into a 
rich, traffic-producing valley which has 
heretofore been monop lized by the Santa 
Fé. The Santa Fé will resent this intru- 
sion and the next phase of the matter will 
probabiy be active operations looking 
toward the intrusion of Southern Pacific 
territory. The proposed scheme to build to 
Santa Monica hasa ready been aliudea to, 
‘and there are other points which can be 
reached by an aggressive road. If the signs 
On the moon can be believed, there will be 
some more iively railroad campaigning in 
this section before very long. 

AN EXCUSE FOR DISCKIMINATION. 

The suit brought against the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé Company by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commistion, in behalf of 
the city of San Bernardin», is yet far from 
a settlement, as is indicated by the court 
news, lhe railroad company’s answer to 
the complaint, which is brought to compel 
the railroad to make rates from eastern 
points to San Bernardino proportionately 
less than to Los Angeles, sets up the fact 
that the Atchison road ends at Barstow, 
aud does not run through San Bernardino 
at all. That at Barstow it turns over its 
bosiness to the Southern California rail- 
road, which is an entirely different concern, 
incorporated and operating within the 
State ot California, subject to its laws 
alone, and with which the commission has 
nothing to do. Tne answer says that the 
Southern California Railroad was not a 
party to the proceeding before the commis- 
sion, and thatthe order of the commission 
had no effect upon it. 

In expianation of the lower tariff to Los 
Angeles the document relates that the 
Southern California road runs to Redondo 
on the J’acific Ocean, and that there are 
other transcontinental lines on the coast, 
the Southern Pacific, Central Paeific, 
Northern and Canadian Pacific; that three 
of these roads haul goods from the Esst 
which are sent dy boat to Redondo, thence

ern California road is obliged to compete 
with them on rates to its terminal point and 
to take goods at a much less rate than they 
uld .fford did they not make up some- 
what on the interior towns, of which San 
Bernardino is one.

THE OWNERS HAVE NO FEARS 
ABOUT THEIR TITLE. 


“Squatters” Have Settled Back in 
the Mountains Before, but 
Have Been Removed 
without Trouble. 


J. B. Lankershim, one of the principal 
owners in the Lankershim ranch of 120,000 
acres, was seen by a TIMEs reporter yester- 
day afternoon regarding the jumping of his 
land by “squatters.” Mr, Lankershim 
laughed at the idea, and stated that their 
title to the land was established years 4g0, 
and they have gone through this thing sev- 
eral times before. 

“The grant was made by ex-Gov. Pio Pico 
some fifty years ago, and we got our patent 
during President Grants administration, 
about fifteen years ago, and our title hus 
been confirmed a number of times in the 
courts, so that if any oue takes the 
trouble to jump any portion of the 
rauch we will simply give notice and 
if they do not vacate the courts will 
oust them as bas been done before, I know 
nothing about the matter other than what 1 
have seen in the papers, and if any of the 
land has been jumped 1 don’t know it. 
dquatters have settled back in the moun- 
tains, and remained in possession two or 
three years befure we learned of their pres- 
ence, but we never had any trouble in re- 
moving them. 

“The great trouble with some of our new 
comers is th .t they look on a 160-acre farm 
asa big ranch, and when the acreage runs 
up in the thousands they think there is a 
mistake somewhere and get it in their 
heads that it must be Government land. 
That is the re son why owners of old Mex- 
ican grants have had so much trouble from 
time to time in California. They can never 
learn that the title to a Mexican grant is the 
very best. 

“Phere is some unsurveyed Government 
land to the west of us and | suppose that is 
one reason why this craze has been started, 
but we are not atall worried, for our titie is 

rfect in every respect.
